At the age of 
about five years

This has been attributed to 
the fact that boys of this age are more 
in the open air. 
The mortality la 
both sexes diminishes from this tim e 
until the twelfth year, when it attains 
Its lowest point. 
It 
then 
steadily* 
rises, being larger in each successive 
year. 
Between the twelfth and six-1 
teenth year, for several years, 
the 
rate of increase is more rapid on the 
male 
side. 
The 
explanations

have been offered for these peculiari­ 
ties are not wholly satisfactory, but 
one fact is clear—that during early* 
years females possess a greater ten­ 
acity of life than do males.—Sunday 
Magazine of the Pittsburg Dispatch.

ton is on the job there. 
When Norton recently took his of­ 
fice he called the newspaper men at 
the White house into conference. 
“I'm 
green to the Job,” he ex­ 
plained, ‘ and I want your assistance. 
I believe that the public is entitled 
to know how the wheels go ’round up 
here, and I want to help you to get 
them real news.” 
It is the secretary to the presi­ 
dent who explains to the newspaper­ 
men (and, through them, to the pub­ 
lic at large) what 
the 
president 
thinks. 
He 
hears the presidential 
brain cogitating, 
and 
translates— 
wifih liscretion—those 
thoughts to 
the correspondents. It takes a good 
deal of knowledge and tact and a big 
lump of discretion to translate the 
presidential brain. 
The secretary is the buffer against 
which smash all the vexatious little 
things that go to make presidential 
day. He makes and keeps track of the 
president’s engagements. He relieves 
his chief so far as possible by a ju­ 
dicious “weeding out” process and 
sidetracks the troublesome and bore­ 
some callers. He gets all the blame 
for everything and none of the credit. 
Twenty years ago Norton started 
out in life as a book agent, the son 
of a poor clergyman. Later he went 
into the life insurance 
business,
